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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 1 3 November 2003. These drawings are 
approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Clarke 
(USP 512,363). The patent to Clarke discloses a holder for a paintbrush comprising a 
sleeve (B) comprising a plurality of sidewalls (C) and a base (b) with an aperture 
through which the handle (a) of the paintbrush is adapted to extend and wherein the 
sleeve is configured to substantially receive the body of the paintbrush in a nesting 
relation such that the aperture of the sleeve is in alignment with the handle. The only 
structure positively recited in claim 12 is the holder and the references to the handle of 
the brush being removable do not constitute a positive recitation thereof. The patent to 
Clarke also discloses an absorbent (claim 14) liner (f ) having sidewalls and an aperture 
generally commensurate in shape with the sleeve (claim 1 3). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 15 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1 ,3-6,9-1 1 and 16-21 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments (with regard to claim 1 2+) filed 1 3 November 2003 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Whether or not the handle of the 
paintbrush is removable does not further limit the structure which is positively recited in 
the claims. The claims are drawn to a sleeve/holder for use with a brush and not a 
combination therewith.
